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(65) INTERNATIONAL LIBRARY AND 
DOCUMENTATION CONGRESSES 


Brussels, 8-17 September 1955 


Over 1,200 librarians and documentation specialists from more than 44 coun- 
tries participated at Brussels in the largest World Congress ever organized for 
members of their professions. The Congress, which was opened on 11 September 
by L. Collard, Belgian Minister of Education, and by Luther Evans, Director- 
General of Unesco, was made up both of individual librarians and documen- 
talists and of nominated representatives of more than 95 separate national 
and international professional bodies. 

Before and between the meetings of the World Congress, which took place 
on 12-13 and 17 September, there were also meetings of the Twenty-second In- 
ternational Conference on Documentation, the Fourth International Congress 
of Music Libraries, the Third International Congress of Libraries, as well 
as a meeting on medical librarianship organized under the patronage of the

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Belgian Minister of Public Health and the foundation meeting of the Inter- 
national Association of Agricultural Librarians and Documentalists. 

An open public meeting of the Congress held in the Palais des Académies, 
Brussels, heard addresses by J. Collard and Luther Evans and by Julien Cain, 
Directeur des Bibliothéques de France and Administrateur Général de la 
Bibliothéque Nationale. 

In addition to excursions throughout Belgium, to visit libraries and docu- 
mentation centres in Ghent, Antwerp, Liége, Charleroi and Mons, the parti- 
cipants were received at a reception and concert in the Town Hall of Brussels 
on 16 September. 


ORGANIZATION OF INTERNATIONAL LIBRARY CO-OPERATION 


The Congress marked a decisive step forward in the international organization 
of librarians and documentalists. While focusing attention on the need for 
more systematic consideration of the special needs of libraries and documen- 
tation centres in various subject groups, the Congress stressed the need for 
better co-ordination of the specialized work of the various international 
federations and associations. This was probably its most significant contribution 
to world library and documentation development and much can be expected 
from it in the future. 

The meetings at and in connexion with the Congress were notable for the 
evidence they gave of the wish of specialists to discuss their own affairs among 
themselves. ‘This tendency resulted in the formal constitution of an Interna- 
tional Association of Agricultural Librarians and Documentalists and a decision 
by medical librarians and documentalists similarly to constitute their own 
association. These two bodies would affiliate to both the International Fede- 
ration of Library Associations (IFLA) and the International Federation for 
Documentation (FID). Within IFLA new specialized groups were constituted 
or proposed for theological librarians, librarians of technical universities and 
librarians of theatre libraries and collections, adding to several existing IFLA 
sections. 


RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE WORLD CONGRESS 


The World Congress, recognizing the authority it derived from the fact that 
its membership included representatives of more countries from all parts of 
the world than had ever previously been gathered together for a library 
congress, made various broad recommendations concerning library and docu- 
mentation activities. It accepted the responsibility placed on cultural and 
scientific leaders by the heads of the governments of France, U.S.S.R., United 
Kingdom and U.S.A. at their meeting in Geneva in July 1955 by making a 
declaration that national and international organizations of librarians and 
documentalists should strive to secure a wider exchange of their professional 
experience, their personnel and publications. It also passed a recommendation, 
to be conveyed through the national associations to all their governments, 
emphasizing the responsibility of public authorities to organize national library 
services. In connexion with international, national and special bibliography, 
the Congress recommended that the United Nations and its Specialized Agen- 
cies should assume leadership in the co-ordination of subject bibliography 
within their respective subject fields. 

The Congress urged that there should be constant co-operation, at national 
and international levels, between public libraries (libraries for the general 
public) on the one hand and other kinds of libraries and documentation centres 
on the other, in order better to serve the needs of library users. 

Dealing with the subject of document reproduction by photograph and 
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microfilm, the Congress urged that libraries should be given every encourage- 
ment and the necessary means to photograph their holdings, as an insurance 
against their destruction not only as the result of war but also as the result 
of peace-time risks; and emphasis was given to the need for increased efforts, 
nationally, to use the best techniques to conserve books and manuscripts. 

The specialized meetings recorded below each dealt in greater detail than 
was expected of the General Congress with a large number of technical ques- 
tions. 


THIRD INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS OF LIBRARIES 


This congress, which was held after a lapse of 20 years since the Second Congress 
in Madrid in 1935, was sponsored by IFLA. 

Among the special themes which were discussed were those of exchanges of 
publications; national and learned libraries; public libraries, including work 
with readers and the use of audio-visual materials; and many other questions. 

In dealing with the exchange of publications the Congress endorsed Unesco’s 
action in arranging for a meeting of experts in 1956 to discuss the possible 
revision of the Brussels Convention of 1886 for the intcrnational exchange of 
publications. It made suggestions concerning the kinds of publications which 
should benefit through any new convention, and recommended improvements 
in methods of shipment, particularly for air transport. 

The Congress adopted a report prepared by Unesco on international library 
and book production statistics. It discussed the organization of separate inter- 
national specialized library committees within the framework of the Federa- 
tion, and agreed to the formation of a certain number of new groups. 


FOURTH INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS OF MUSIC LIBRARIES 


This Congress, which met at the Conservatoire in Brussels, studied many 

uestions concerning the training and status of music librarians. It recommen- 
ded that its International Broadcasting Libraries Commission should prepare a 
list of scarce materials for broadcasting. This project would start in Europe, 
with the co-operation if possible of the European Broadcasting Union. Another 
recommendation was that its Record Libraries Commission should publish 
an annotated list of producers of non-commercial recordings and that efforts 
should be made to persuade record manufacturers to describe their products 
more accurately. The meeting also dealt with questions of exchange of music 
publications and the promotion of music collections in libraries for the general 


public. 


INTERNATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF AGRICULTURAL LIBRARIANS 
AND DOCUMENTALISTS 


The organizing meeting of this Association was held at the State Agriculture 
University, Ghent. More than 60 representatives from agricultural libraries in 
16 countries, the Organization of American States, FAO and Unesco were 
present. 

The meeting agreed to form a separate association which would be affiliated, 
as a special collective member, with IFLA and FID. A secretariat was estab- 
lished and a programme of work agreed upon. The Association agreed that 
it would include among its members libraries, documentation services and 
individuals in the field cf agricultural engineering and forestry, as well as 
fishing, hunting, nutrition and the veterinary sciences. 
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TWENTY-SECOND INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE ON 
DOCUMENTATION 


Six topics were selected by FID for discussion at this general conference: 
Exchange of documentary information; Professional training; Audio-visual 
materials; Classification; Productivity; Special fields of documentation. 

The resolutions adopted emphasized the important part which documenta- 
tion work plays in modern life, and particularly in the raising of living stan- 
dards through increased productivity. 

In order that documentation services in all countries should benefit from 
each other’s methods and experiences, the Conference recommended that 
several specialized guides should be prepared and various studies undertaken 
which would provide a sound basis for future national developments. The 
Conference urged wider development of specialized courses for training in 
documentation techniques and methods in all countries. 

As at all FID meetings a large part of the time of most delegates was taken 
by the expert commissions for the revision and development of the various 


sections of the UDC. 


PUBLISHED PROCEEDINGS 


The full recommendations of the Congress will appear in the published 
proceedings which are now being prepared by the Congress organizing com- 
mittee. The national reports which were submitted to the Congress are contai- 
ned in Volume II (A and B) of the Proceedings (see item 691, page 261). 


(666) REVISION OF CATALOGUING 
RULES IN THE SOVIET UNION 


by the Inter-Library Cataloguing Commission 
of the Ministry of Culture of the RSFSR. 


As announced in the April issue of the Bulletin (vol. 1X, no. 4, item 195), the Inter- 
national Federation of Library Associations (IFLA) has recently formed an international 
committee to study the standardization of cataloguing rules. In continuation of the series 
of articles on the present state of cataloguing rules in various countries we give below a 
brief survey of cataloguing revision in the U.S.S.R.* 


For a number of years past, work has been in progress in the Soviet Union 
on the establishment of a code of rules for the entry and alphabetical cata- 
loguing of printed works. These rules are being worked out by an Inter-Library 
Cataloguing Commission, consisting of representatives of libraries, biblio- 
graphical establishments and educational institutions, and they are compulsory 
for libraries of various types. 


PRESENT RULES IN USE 


There are two sets of government regulations, to be applied in accordance 
with the size of each library’s collection and its particular purpose. The first 
set of regulations, Edinye pravila po opisaniju proizvedenij pectati dlja biblioteénykh 
katalogov (Standard rules for the entry of printed works in library catalogues) 
(Moscow, 1949-54), is issued in parts, each dealing with one specific category 
of printed works. Rules for the entry and alphabetical cataloguing of books, 
and rules for the entry and special cataloguing of periodicals, maps and musical 
scores have already been issued. Rules for special categories of technical 
literature (standard specifications, patents, technical stipulations, etc.) and 
printed graphic material are in course of preparation. 

These rules are intended for application in Republic, regional and district 
libraries, also in large scientific and technical libraries. It is on the basis of 
these rules that the printed catalogue cards of the All-Union Book Chamber 
will be issued. 

The second set of instructions, Edynye pravila opisanija proizvedenij petati dlja 
katalogov nebol’ sikh bibliotek 1 bibliografiéesktkh ukazateley (Standard rules for the 
entry of printed works in small-library catalogues and bibliographies), has 
appeared in two editions (1st ed., Moscow 1953, 2nd ed., Moscow 1954). 
These instructions contain rules for the entry of books and periodicals; also 
for articles and other material contained in periodical publications, anthologies, 
collected works, etc. The rules it contains for the entry of printed works in 
bibliographies conform, wherever possible, to the rules for cataloguing. The 
regulations for small libraries also apply for printed annotated cards, model 
catalogues of district and village libraries, and bibliographies with recommen- 
ded titles. 

Both sets of regulations are based on the same principles, but the rules for 
small libraries are slightly simplified. The cataloguing rules used in the Union 
of Soviet Socialist Republics are based on the practical experience of Soviet 
libraries. The draft of each part of the ‘Standard rules’, when being prepared, 
is circulated widely amongst the libraries of the Soviet Union, for discussion.

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SECOND EDITION OF THE ‘STANDARD RULES’ 


At the moment, the Inter-Library Cataloguing Commission is preparing the 
second edition of the first part of the ‘Standard rules for the entry of printed 
works in library catalogues’ (Part I, edition I, ‘Entry of books’). The draft 
of the second edition is at the discussion stage. ? 

The second edition of the ‘Standard rules’ contains a further elaboration 
of the principles on which the first edition is based. The main principles are 
as follows: that the entry must contain all important information about the 
book (bibliographical data, information about the contents, and the type of 
reader for whom it is intended), regardless of where and in what form this 
information is given in the book in question; that entries must be simplified 
by avoiding over-complicated rules having no practical justification; and that 
the catalogue must be made as convenient as possible to consult. All the changes 
proposed in the second edition of the ‘Standard rules’ are made, to a greater 
or lesser degree, in deference to these principles. 

The Inter-Library Cataloguing Commission, in the light of information 
received on the practical application of the ‘Standard rules’ in the libraries 
of the Union, is now working on the revision of a number of points, including: 
entry of books produced by compilers; how to decide which works to enter 
under corporate authors, and which to enter under form headings. 


WORKS PRODUCED BY COMPILERS 


Practical experience has shown that some categories of works which are 
published under the name of the compiler, but which are neither the work of 
individual authors nor official material of any institution or organization, are 
almost invariably known to readers, and looked up in the catalogue, by their 
titles. 

Already in the first edition of the ‘Standard rules’, a distinction was drawn, 
in principle, between the entry of authors’ works in the ordinary sense of the 
term, and that of works by ‘compilers’. But it became obvious, when these 
rules were put into practice, that further definition was necessary. 

At the present moment, the Inter-Library Cataloguing Commission is 
working on the definition of the various categories of books produced by com- 
pilers, and studying the readers’ demand for such books, with a view to deciding 
which categories shou!d be entered under the name of the compiler, and which 
under the title. On the basis of the information collected, the Commission 
considers that works such as the following, for instance, should be entered 
under the name of the compiler: biographical and bibliographical dictionaries, 
explanatory dictionaries, language dictionaries, etc. ; reference books on various 
branches of science, technology and national economy; readers, school text- 
books and manuals. It is recommended that the following should be classified 
under their titles: model teaching syllabuses, regulations, technical manuals 
and several other types of publication. 

Difficulty is being experienced in deciding which books should be entered 
under the compiler, and which under the title. There are some publications 
which, though strictly speaking belonging to the same category, in fact 
differ in character. Anthologies of folk-lore are an example of this. Some of 
these are the product of individual scientific research on the part of the com- 
piler, and are therefore classified under the name of the compiler, for example, 
Pesni sobrannye P. N. Rybnikovym. Izd. 2-e. Pod red. A. E. Grusinskogo. V 3-h 
t. T. 1-3. M. 1909-1910 (Songs, collected by P. N. Rybnikov. 2nd ed. Edited 
by A. E. Gruzinskii, in 3 volumes. Vols. 1-3, Moscow 1909-1910); or Chants

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historiques de Flandre, 400-1650. Recueillis par Louis de Baecker. Lille, 1855. 
Others consist of a selection of material taken from books published earlier, 
and should, it seems, be entered under the titles. This question requires further 


study. 
ENTRIES UNDER CORPORATE AUTHORS 


The second edition of the ‘Standard rules’ contains a definition of the cases 
when entry should be made under ‘corporate authors’. The regulations for 
entry under corporate authors are set forth, firstly, as applying to the official 
material of institutions; and secondly, as applying to material for which readers 
cannot ask without indicating the corporate authors. For instance, in the 
first edition of the ‘Standard rules’, it was recommended that most departmen- 
tal instructions should be entered under corporate authors; whereas in the 
second edition, it is proposed that this should only be done in the case of inter- 
departmental instructions, or instructions where the name of the issuing estab- 
lishment or organization is mentioned in the title. 

The question of revising the existing rules for entry of legislative texts, 
international agreements, military regulations and instructions is also being 
considered. In the first edition of the ‘Standard rules’, it was recommended 
that this material should be entered under a conventional heading, giving 
first the name of the country and then an indication of the type of material 
(form subheading), for example, France. Lois et ordonnances. Experience shows, 
however, that readers more often seek this material directly under the title 
or corporate author. The Inter-Library Cataloguing Commission is studying 
this question. 

It is clear from the foregoing that one of the tasks facing Soviet librarians 
when revising the rules for cataloguing is to give a precise definition of the 
types of literature to be entered under the various categories: (a) individual 
authors or compilers; (b) corporate authors; (c) form subheadings; and 


(d) titles. 
USE OF ADDED ENTRIES 


Alteration of the rules as indicated also necessitates reconsideration of the 
question of added entries. Soviet librarians, whilst recognizing the value of 
these entries, consider that cards to which neither readers nor librarians ever 
refer are superfluous, and merely make the catalogue more complicated to 
consult. The revised rules, limiting the cases which are entered both under 
compiler and under corporate authors, reduce the bulk of the catalogue since, 
in many cases, entry under titles cuts the number of cards required from two 
to one. The second edition of the ‘Standard rules’ limits the number of works 
to be entered under the name of the compiler and under the corporate authors, 
and at the same time recommends the use of added entries only in the case of 
libraries to which this system is of special interest. Generally speaking, the 
extent to which added entry cards are used in each particular library will, 
according to the recommendations of the ‘Standard rules’, depend on the type 
of library, the size of the collection, and the cataloguing system used. In large 
general libraries, added entry cards must always be provided. 


DESCRIPTION OF CONTENTS OF BOOKS 


In the revision of the rules for the description of material, attention has centred 
on the methods of informing the reader of the contents of books. In the first 
edition of the ‘Standard rules’ it was recommended that vague and inadequate 
titles should be supplemented by information taken from the text of the book. 
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The ‘Standard rules’ also contained general indications regarding the 
details to be given, when necessary, of the contents of anthologies. In the 
second edition of the ‘Standard rules’, a further step is made in this direction: 
it contains definite rules for entry of anthologies of the works of one or several 
authors. Each work must be treated on its own merits; and, according to 
type, entries may enumerate, in a note, all the works contained therein, or 
only the most important ones, or, in some cases, only the sections of the antho- 
logy, the groups of poems or songs, etc., or, again, give the names of the authors 
of the Works only. The second edition recommends that a similar method be 
used also for entering the contents of individual volumes of multivolume 
works. 

Such, in outline, are the main changes it is proposed to make in the State 
instructions for cataloguing. The final text of the second edition will be drawn 
up after it has been widely discussed by librarians and bibliographers. It is 
proposed that the second edition of the ‘Standard rules’ should be published in 
1956. 
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667) PUBLIC LIBRARY BUILDINGS IN 
THE GOLD COAST 


The Gold Coast Library Board, established in 1949, has recently built two 
regional libraries, and is preparing plans for a Central Library Headquarters, 
at Accra. Particulars of the buildings are as follows: 


ASHANTI REGIONAL LIBRARY, KUMASI 


The first regional library to be built by the Board was opened in Kumasi, 
Ashanti, on 30 June 1954. 

It has been designed with an open verandah which runs the length of the 
building, giving access to all rooms and providing cross ventilation in all de- 
partments. Reinforced concrete columns and beams form the main structural 
frame and, with a continuous eaves beam, support the reinforced concrete 
roof slab. The reference library and stack-room, etc., are planned on an 8 ft. 
by 24 ft. grid, while the lending library has free standing columns between the 
book stacks, and a curved front of reinforced concrete fins. 

Ample provision is made both for window openings at high level and built-in 
bookshelves with breathing blocks below them, to ensure that in addition to 
cross ventilation there is a good circulation of air within the rooms. Adjustable 
louvres with a variety of green coloured glass, manufactured to reduce the 
heat penetration into the building, are fitted to all high level window openings. 
The adhee library is also provided with low level plate glass view windows 
between the concrete fins on the curved front. Concrete hoods and the eaves’ 
overhang shield all windows from the sky glare which is excessive. 

Provision has been made for a lending library (1,900 sq.ft.), reference 
library (1,824 sq.ft.), stack-room (574 sq.ft.), children’s library (460 sq.ft.), 
and the usual offices. The garage has direct access to the stack-room to facili- 
tate loading of the travelling library. The library will serve the people of 
Kumasi and, through extension services, the whole of Ashanti. 

Cost of the building: £25,000. 


SEKONDI REGIONAL LIBRARY 


The Sekondi Regional Library is entirely different in design from the Ashanti 
Library, although providing similar accommodation. The site is close to the 


Sekondi Regional Library, 
Gold Coast. 
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centre of Sekondi. The sloping ground to the west made it possible to build the 
Library out on columns, providing a covered carport and bicycle park under- 
neath, and a shaded patio, which is suitably paved and grassed. 

The structure takes the form of a reinforced concrete frame. It is sited on 
steeply sloping ground. The width is divided into two bays, the higher level 
bay being single storey, the lower one double. The windows are of aluminium 
frames with vertical dropping sashes, which provide the maximum ventilation 
and light that is required. 

The Library is approached from the main road by means ofa paved path, and 
from the carport underneath by means of a spiral staircase. It is artificially 
illuminated with fluorescent lighting. 

Accommodation has been provided for a lending library (960 sq.ft.), refer- 
ence library (g60 sq.ft.), children’s library (676 sq.ft.), extension services 
(676 sq.ft.), staff room and garage accommodation. 

Cost of the building: £23,000. 


CENTRAL LIBRARY HEADQUARTERS, ACCRA 


The first drawings for the new Central Library Headquarters are now almost 
completed. 


Site 


Parallel to the shoreline, and only some 200 yards from it, runs the High 
Street, one of the principal streets of Accra. At its lower end it is flanked on 
both sides by shops and stores. At the other end, on the landward side of the 
road, is a large open space which is dominated by the Supreme Court, a 
building in the classical tradition and monumental in scale. It is this space, 
which forms the precinct of the Supreme Court, which the Gold Coast Library 
Board has chosen as the site for its new headquarters. 


Planning 


The two main departments of the new headquarters are the lending and refer- 
ence libraries, with their associated stack-rooms; since these two elements are 
virtually identical in area, it seemed logical to superimpose them one on the 
other to form the main block of the Library building. It was decided to raise 
the main library block so as to line through with the Supreme Court block. In 
order to do this, the whole of the block has had to be raised on 12 ft. pilotis. 
Raising the building on pilotis has had the two-fold advantage of providing 
shaded car parking and garaging space underneath the building, and also of 
freeing and opening up the site by allowing the garden development to continue 
underneath and beyond the building.

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Staff accommodation on both the first and second floors completes the ac- 
commodation provided in the main block. To the west of this main rectangular 
is an octagonal block of three floors; on the ground floor is the extension ser- 
vices department with lorry access; above this and internally connected to it 
by a book lift is the cataloguing department and above that on the top floor 
the board room and general oifices. 

The octagonal block is linked to the main one at first and second floor level 
by flying bridges which allow the two blocks to settle independently. Public 
access to the main block is by two staircases, the principal an external one 
leading directly from the precinct to the lending department, the other at the 
extreme end of the main block rising directly from the parking area and con- 
necting with the staircase to the reference libraty. Staff access is by a separate 
stair at the other end of the building, connecting all floors. 


Construction and Material 


Both main and octagonal blocks are of reinforced frame construction with 
infilling walls of sancrete block. Through ventilation has been assured in 
lanning by making the building ‘one room thick’; maximum effect from the 
ieeiee is obtained by making all longitudinal walls of glass louvres from floor 
to ceiling, except in the reference and lending libraries where the built-in 
reinforced concrete bookcases prevent it. 


Lighting 


The problem of natural lighting of buildings in the tropics is principally one of 
glare; this has been reduced to a minimum by the use of the brise-soleil, the 
blades of which are finished off-white to reduce the contrast grading against 
the brightness of the sky. Fluorescent lighting will provide artificial illumina- 
tion. 

It is expected that the cost will be in the region of £50,000. 








(668) AGRICULTURAL DOCUMENTATION 
IN LATIN AMERICA 


The Bulletin published in 1954 (vol. VIII, no. 8-9, item 432) a short description 
of the bibliographical publications which the Instituto Interamericano de 
Ciencias Agricolas at Turrialba, Costa Rica, had started to issue in pursuance 
of the decisions taken by the Pfimera Reunién Técnica de Bibliotecarios Agri- 
colas held in September 1953; these include the quarterly Turrialba and, since 
volume 4, no. 1 (1954), its separately published Suplemento bibliografico de Tur- 
rialba (which has so far listed 1,741 abstracts of agricultural books and perio- 
dicals). The Suplemento also contains the Indice bibliografico de revistas cientificas 
agricolas de América Latina, analysing the complete contents of 17 Latin Ameri- 
can scientific reviews, and the Lista de adquisiciones recientes de la Biblioteca Con- 
memorativa Orton, the Institute’s Library. This classified list has so far published 
the titles of 3,695 books, pamphlets, and official publications received by the 
Library. 

Miss Ana Maria Paz, Bibliographer of the Institute’s Scientific Exchange 
Service, in a paper submitted to the Cuban Seminar on Bibliography, held 
from 11 to 15 July at Havana (see page 264), described some of the other 
important services rendered by the Institute in its efforts to improve the ex- 
change of agricultural documentation in Latin America. These services are 
briefly summarized below. 


INSTITUTO INTERAMERICANO DE CIENCIAS AGRICOLAS, 
TURRIALBA, COSTA RICA 


COMPILATION OF SHORT BIBLIOGRAPHIES OF SPECIAL SUBJECTS 


One facet of the Institute’s bibliographical work is the production of short 
bibliographies of special subjects. This service is designed for agronomists who 
do not enjoy the facilities of a good library and are unacquainted with the 
reference sources. The lists include the most recent publications on a given 
subject. In some cases they cover articles published in the last two or three 
years; in others, according to the nature of the bibliography, the coverage 
extends much further back. The primary purpose of these facilities is to give the 
agronomist a start on his documentary investigations and to acquaint him with 
the reference material. The value of this service is shown by the number of 
orders for photocopies resulting from the small bibliographies sent out. Occa- 
sional requests for lists of special references are received from librarians but 
the service is inte nee primarily for agronomists. From its inception up to the 
date of writing 253 lists of references on specific subjects, comprising 6,749 
titles in all, have y= fi sent out. 


PHOTOCOPYING AND MICROFILM SERVICE 


The Institute’s photocopying service was started to bring world agricultural 
literature within the reach of agronomists and libraries, and the laboratory was 
opened in 1952 at Turrialba. In this way, all the material in the Institute’s 


library, augmented both by subscription to additional reviews, periodicals and 
serial publications and by the acquisition of complete sets of important publi- 
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cations, has been made available to research workers and libraries throughout 
the Americas. 

When the desired material is not available in the Biblioteca Conmemorativa 
Orton (Orton Memorial Library), a microfilm copy of it is requested from the 
Library of the U.S. Department of Agriculture, the Unesco photographic 
services, the British Museum, the Documentation Service at Sao Paulo, Brazil, 
or from any other institution holding a microfilm or the original. On receipt, 
the microfilm is enlarged to photocopy size in the Institute’s laboratory. It 
can be claimed that in 98 per cent of cases the desired literature duly reaches 
the person or library requesting it. The photocopies distributed to date amount 
to a total of 87,233 pages. Microfilms are also supplied, though on a smaller 
scale. 


COUPON SCHEME FOR EXCHANGES 


When the laboratory was started in the Institute a scale of charges had to be 
laid down; under it the party requesting photocopies pays half the cost and 
the other half is covered by the Servicio de Intercambio Cientifico (Service for 
Exchanges of Scientific Information). To facilitate payment for these services 
a coupon scheme for exchanges was introduced; the coupons are purchasable, 
in the inquirer’s national currency, from the institutions co-operating with the 
Institute, which act as selling agents. The scheme is in operation in Brazil 
(cities of Vicosa and Porto Alegre), Colombia, Chile, Cuba, Mexico, Peru, 
Uruguay and Venezuela. It is hoped to extend it to the rest of Latin America, 
to afford at least a partial solution to the problem of obtaining foreign currency 
for the acquisition of scientific literature. 


PUBLICIZATION SCHEME FOR ABSTRACTING PERIODICALS 
AND BIBLIOGRAPHIES 


With a view to acquainting agronomists, teachers and students with agricul- 
tural reference sources, and encouraging the fuller use of these, the Servicio 
de Intercambio Cientifico operated a scheme of limited duration under which 
the libraries of 35 institutions were presented with subscriptions to bibliogra- 
phies and abstracting periodicals. This scheme continued for four years and 
came to an end in 1954. Under it, each library chose the bibliographies and 
abstracting journals—between 6 and 12 per library—of most use to the ins- 
titution it served, and the initial subscriptions were paid by the Institute. In 
return each library undertook to bring the publications to the notice of its ins- 
titution’s staff, encouraging their use, and to take over responsibility for a pro- 
gressively rising proportion of the subscriptions, so as to be bearing the whole 
cost at the completion of the four-year period. 


STANDARDS FOR THE PREPARATION OF BIBLIOGRAPHIES 


In the Institute the standards are those approved for bibliographies of scien- 
tific articles by the Reunién Técnica de Bibliotecarios Agricolas de América 
Latina (Technical Meeting of Latin American Agricultural Librarians), 
Offprints of this item were made and have been widely distributed to faculties 
of agricultural engineering and agricultural research centres. 


CONTRIBUTIONS BY THE LIBRARY 


The Institute’s Biblioteca Conmemorativa Orton has made a big contribution 
to agricultural bibliography in Latin America by its issue of two extensive 
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bibliographies, on coffee! and cocoa? respectively. A third bibliography, on 
maize, is in preparation. The bibliography on coffee, with a total of 1,865 en- 
tries, was published in 1953; that on cocoa, with 1,748 entries, in 1954. These 
publications cover everything held by the Library on the products in question. 
As a contribution to the Curso Internacional de Produccién Horticola (In- 
ternational Horticultural Study Conference), the Library of the Institute 
produced a Lista de referencias sobre horticultura, en el idioma espafiol (List of Spa- 
nish-language horticultural references), which also includes a list of standard 
works and other important publications in English. There are 247 items. 


PUBLICATIONS PROGRAMME 


The Turrialba Institute also contributes to the bibliography of agriculture 
through its own publications programme. In addition to the periodical Tur- 
rialba and the Suplemento bibliografico de Turrialba, a Boletin informativo appears 
regularly in Spanish and English versions, giving news of agricultural interest 
and a list of the latest publications. The Boletin cacao is also issued in Spanish and 
English and contains information on cocoa research and economics, abstracts 
of articles dealing with cocoa and lists of publications. ‘The Comunicaciones de 
Turrialba are a mimeographed series and are produced in response to requests. 
They are not necessarily based on research carried out at the Institute and are 
not final. There are also a series of miscellaneous publications, instructional 
publications, and publicity issues such as press and radio releases, news about 
the Institute, etc. 


SPECIAL PROJECTS CONDUCTED IN CO-OPERATION 
WITH OTHER AGENCIES 


Under Project 29 of the Programme of Technical Co-operation of the Organi- 
zation of American States, which is administered by the Institute, aid is affor- 
ded to the extension services of the Latin American countries in improving 
their own publications and visual aids. 

Two new programmes have been started in the Institute, under the Servicio 
de Intercambio Cientifico, whereby it is hoped to secure a wider circulation 
of agricultural scientific documentation in Latin America. One of the pro- 
grammes, sponsored by the Rockefeller Foundation, will keep all Latin Ame- 
rican agronomists informed of the results of research in progress in Spanish- 
speaking America. The second will be carried out in co-operation with the 
United States Foreign Operations Administration. Among its objects will be 
the following: production of printed matter relating to agricultural devel- 
opment and the improvement of dwellings; translation and distribution of 
material already in existence or produced in the United States of America; 
publication of a special periodical to include abstracts and digests of litera- 
ture on agriculture; preparation of special lists of references; exchanges of 
publications concerned with agricultural development and the improve- 
ment of dwellings.

(669) SOCIAL SCIENCES AND THE STUDY 
OF FOREIGN COUNTRIES 


The Social Science Department of Unesco is continuing to prepare books 
and monographs supplying a well-balanced picture of different countries and 
peoples, so contributing towards better international understanding. 


‘WAYS OF LIFE’ SERIES 


A first series, of a general character, dealt with the ‘ways of life’ of different 
countries, the aim being to provide a picture of as many countries as possible. 
Fifteen manuscripts were prepared in 1949 and 1950 and are being published 
by private firms.? 


‘STUDY OF TENSIONS’ SERIES 


Under the Study of Tensions project adopted by Unesco’s General Conference 
at its second session (1947), the Social Sciences Department undertook 
research into national stereotypes. The results of the work were published as 
articles in the /nternational social science bulletin under the collective title ‘National 
stereotypes and international understanding’: (a) ‘Stereotypes and tensions 
as revealed by the Unesco international poll’, by William Buchanan; (b) ‘An 
experiment in international attitudes research’, by Milton D. Graham; 
(c) ‘Certain psychological aspects of Benelux’, by Pierre de Bie; (d) ‘Attitudes 
towards other peoples’, by H. E. O. James and C. Tenen; (e) “The develop- 
ment in children of the idea of the homeland and of relations with other coun- 
tries’, by Jean Piaget and Anne-Marie Weil; (f) ‘French national images and 
the problem of national stereotypes’, by G. Gadoffre. There was an introduc- 
tion by Otto Klineberg on “The scientific study of national stereotypes’. 

Other works inspired by the Study of Tensions project have been published 
separately, such as National types as Hollywood presents them, by Siegfried Kra- 
cauer,? and International research on national images as seen in the mass media of 
communication, by Donald V. McGranaham. The Faculty of Psychology of 
Victoria University College, Wellington, New Zealand, has, at Unesco’s 
request, been undertaking research into the modification of attitudes, and a 
short treatise, The Modification of international attitudes: a New Zealand study, 
by J. M. McCreary, has been published.* 


‘COMMUNITY STUDY’ SERIES 


Another type of research undertaken by Unesco on national characteristics 
was conducted, as an experiment, on the lines of a ‘Community Study’. 
Four rural and four urban communities in Australia, France, India and Sweden

PUBLIC OPINION RESEARCH 


Methods of public opinion research can also provide very apposite data. In 
How nations see each other (University of Illinois, Penn., 1953), William Buchanan 
and Hadley Cantril have assembled data on stereotypes and national attitudes 
provided by periodical polls carried out by Public Opinion Institutes in nine 
countries (Australia, France, German Federal Republic, Italy, Mexico, 
Netherlands, Norway, United Kingdom, United States of America). They 
have compared these data with those emerging from the international poll 
carried out by Unesco in 1948, and shown how nine different nations generally 
think of one another. 

Studies of public opinion may however have a more direct value in producing 
more basic data, in the fields of sociology and cultural anthropology. In so far 
as such studies are designed to analyse a specific aspect of national life, they 
can provide important material for the authors of monographs on the countries 
concerned. Professor Stoetzel’s application of these methods, in the inquiry 
he carried out for Unesco in 1952 on Japanese youth, is typical in this regard.? 


UNESCO ACTIVITIES 


A group of experts which met at Unesco House, Paris, from 31 May to 3 June 
1955, to discuss the problem of improvement of information about foreign 
countries, recommended that, in continuation of its work in this field, Unesco 
should undertake 11 pilot projects, including the following: assistance to writers 
(journalists, etc.) in the presentation of countries to one another; study of 
the origin and composition of widespread ideas about other nations; the im- 
provement of the presentation of national cultures in the teaching of modern 
languages; analysis of recent technical assistance experience in selected 
countries; description (using all available materials) of such countries; produc- 
tion of books for teachers on one nation; study of the problem of furnishing 
information to emigrants after World War II; a book on international 
etiquette; and a special study of a nomadic group.

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MICROREPRODUCTION 


(670) SLAVIC MATERIALS ON MICROFILM 


In 1953, the Library of Congress, Washington D.C. (U.S.A.), began to explore 
the possibility of obtaining reproductions of the catalogues of important Slavic 
research materials in Western Europe, preliminary to procuring microfilms 
of publications required for research. With the aid of a grant by the Ford 
Foundation, Sergius Yakobson, Chief of the Slavic and East European Division 
of the Library of Congress, visited 62 libraries and institutions in Finland, 
France, Germany, Great Britain, Italy, Netherlands, Sweden, and Switzerland 
to identify important and substantial Slavic collections that could be reprodu- 
ced and made more accessible for governmental and private research in the 
United States. 

On the basis of Mr. Yakobson’s report, inquiries were sent to 24 institutions; 
10 inquiries have resulted in the placing of orders for microfilm of catalogues. 
Deliveries of reproductions have been made so far by the University Library, 
Helsinki (see Bulletin, vol. IX, no. 10, item 580); Bibliothéque de Documenta- 
tion Internationale Contemporaine, Paris (microfilm of two Cyrillic author 
catalogues) ; Société Scientifique Sevéenko, Sarcelles, France (cards of Ukrain- 
ian author catalogue); Royal Library in Stockholm (photostat of catalogue 
of Russian newspapers) ; and Bodleian Library, Oxford (photostat of Slavonic 
accessions lists, May and December 1951, October 1952, and January 1954). 

These catalogues will prove most useful for the location and possible procure- 
ment of microfilm copies of important research materials. 


(671) BULLETIN OF FAR EASTERN BIBLIOGRAPHY 


The Library of Congress has microfilmed the Bulletin of Far Eastern bibliography, 
prepared by the American Council of Learned Societies between 1936 and 
1940. This bibliography was later incorporated in the Far Eastern quarterly, 
but the first five volumes have long been out of print. The price for positive 
copies of the microfilm is $8.30 postpaid. Orders should be addressed to the 
Photo-Duplication Service, Library of Congress, Washington 25, D.C., U.S.A.

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(673) PROPOSALS FOR A NEW 
INTERNATIONAL EXCHANGE CONVENTION 


In the October number of the Bulletin (vol. TX, no. 10, item 575), there was 
a brief survey of Unesco’s activities in the development of cultural agreements 
on the international exchange of publications, and it was announced that a 
meeting of experts would be held in Paris in January 1956, to discuss the pro- 
blems of international exchange and to recommend future Unesco action. The 
following countries have been asked to send experts to this meeting: Belgium, 
Chile, Denmark, France, German Federal Republic, India, Iraq, Italy, 
Japan, U.S.S.R., United Kingdom, U.S.A., Yugoslavia. Several international 
organizations will also be invited to participate. 

Since the first meeting of experts under the auspices of Unesco in the summer 
of 1948 in Paris, when a small group examined the important question of 
international exchange of publications, the interest in this problem has been 
steadily increasing, so that now the time has come to consider the situation as 
a whole. As a basis for discussion at the meeting, K. Schmidt-Phiseldeck, Head 
of the Danish Institute for the International Exchange of Scientific and Lite- 
rary Publications, Copenhagen, has prepared a report and working paper. 
Extracts from this document are given below. 


PRESENT DAY PROBLEMS 


The problems of international exchange are of very different kinds, ranging 
from political and philosophical questions to practical questions such as trans- 
port, arrangement of supplies, and the best way of using the material for 
exchange. 

It is increasingly felt that a certain conformity in agreements and methods 
is desirable, and the task of the author of this paper is to formulate tentative 
suggestions for a multilateral agreement similar in scope to that prepared in 
Brussels in 1886—till now the only existing attempt at a general multilateral 
treaty. 

Within the framework of a world-wide arrangement—or at least an 
inter-Unesco arrangement—there must, however, be room for regional and 
other arrangements of a bilateral order, or of a limited character. The 
Constitution of Unesco lays down that one of the aims of the Organization is 
to operate ‘by initiating methods of international co-operation calculated to 
give people of all countries access to the printed and published materials pro- 
duced by any of them’. The holding of the meeting of experts in 1956 will be 
related to this fundamental purpose of the Organization. Every new situation 
demands new forms and methods, or improvement of the existing ones, and 
the moment has probably come when the question of a revised multilateral 


agreement can be discussed. 


THE BRUSSELS CONVENTION 


In order to simplify and improve the exchanges of official publications the 
Convention of 1886 was elaborated and adopted in Brussels. It was multilateral 
in character and intended to be universal in its application. The original

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signatory States of Convention A were Belgium, Brazil, Italy, Portugal, 
Serbia, Spain, Switzerland and U.S.A. Formal ratifications were as follows: 
1889 Belgium, Brazil, Portugal, Serbia, Switzerland, U.S.A., Uruguay, 
Argentina, Paraguay; 1892 Spain; 1897 Italy; 1921 Czechoslovakia, Poland; 
1923 Rumania, Dominican Republic; 1924 Hungary, Latvia, Danzig; 1926 
China; 1928 Egypt; and 1949 Iran. For Convention B the number of contrac- 
ting States is 17 in 42 years, the last (Egypt) having ratified in 1928. 

There can be: no doubt that the existence of a broad international agreement 
has encouraged regional multilateral agreements, as well as bilateral agree- 
ments. The beneficial influence of the Brussels Convention is still perceptible 
and, as the dates of adherence would indicate, from time to time attempts 
have been made to revive and enlarge its domain. It is nevertheless apparent 
that in general its functioning has not been considered a success. This is not 
owing to opposition to international exchange or aversion to the idea of 
multilateral organization. A complete sharing on an equal basis would give 
strange results; the definition of the term ‘official documents, parliamentary 
and administrative’ was not clear, and the number and character of ‘works 
executed by order and at the expense of the governments’ differed greatly 
according to size and position of the countries in question. 


CHANGES IN EXCHANGE ARRANGEMENTS 


Since the original signing of these agreements the situation has changed 
considerably. Some countries which adhered no longer exist, and the applica- 
tion of the agreements between countries does not function as it was intended. 
Probably the most radical development has been the creation of exchange 
services in countries which have never signed the Brussels agreement,' and the 
operation of exchange agreements patterned on those used by countries mem- 
bers of the Brussels agreement (see map on pages 254-255.) These loosely 
developed arrangements have been examined by international bodies on 
several occasions, notably by the League of Nations in 1924 and by Unesco 
in 1948. It is readily understandable that although the Brussels agreement still 
remains in force for the signatory powers, it was not, in 1948, considered possible 
to recommend further extension. 

One reason for the inapplicability of the Brussels Convention is the increasing 
difficulty of defining official material and the fact that such material has 
increased on a quite unequal scale in different countries. Any comparison and 
definition on the basis provided by the Brussels Convention has, thus, become 
less and less fit for practical use. Whereas in the past the criterium for the 
designation of an official publication was whether or not it was published by 
the State, it might now be necessary to consider several additional criteria. 


NON-COMMERCIAL OFFICIAL PUBLICATIONS 


Most States and administrations produce a variety of publications for their 
own use and, on a very limited scale, for export in the form of surplus copies. 
Most of these are fit for export, but on the condition that it can be arranged 
by international exchange. The usual commercial channels are not suitable 
because these special publications are monetarily unprofitable and no editor 
or bookseller would or could take the financial risks. Some may be considered

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to be both commercial and non-commercial material, but such cases are 
exceptional. 

An applicable standard of value for exchange material must be found. It 
cannot be monetary: if it were, exchange would stop immediately. No budget 
could bear the enormous amounts necessary to buy what is needed. Neverthe- 
less, a good deal of typical exchange material is more necessary for internatio- 
nal, political, administrative and scientific collaboration and understanding 
than much that is available through the usual commercial channels. 

We turn to a consideration of the material, not according to the issuing 
body—because conditions in the various countries are so completely different— 
but from the point of view of content. Characteristic of administrative papers 
such as yearbooks and reports is the fact that more than one point of view has 
determined their publication, and more than one point of view will determine 
the interest of the receiver. As to content, the distinction between the two 
categories of publishing, the ‘official’ and the ‘private’, is clear, and conflicts 
between the book trade and the exchange of books and periodicals for admi- 
nistration and scholarship will be comparatively rare. ‘The usual budgets for 
book buying in libraries are intended for purchase of commercially edited 
publications and will be so applied quite apart from all exchange activity. 
Consequently no budget will be reduced so as to harm the editor or the book- 
seller, because both official and private publications are necessary. No modern 
administration can do without access to the material that can only be acquired 
by gift or exchange. 


THE TYPES OF EXCHANGE MATERIAL 


Exchange material may be grouped according to contents in the following 

categories: 

1. Political and administrative papers in general (i.e. parliamentary acts, 
State budgets, law collections, treaty collections, census, statistics, national 
bibliographies, papers from general economic services such as production 
centres, etc.). 

2. Political and administrative papers in minor general services (i.e. municipal 
acts, regional administration publications). 

3. Administrative papers which are also professional [i.e. reports from all 
administrative institutions such as banks, schools, kindergartens, social 
institutions of all sorts, special statistics (medical, economic, etc.), reports 
on fishery, agriculture, defence, housing, etc.]. 

4. Professional papers which are also scientific. 

5. Scientific and scholarly papers of a general nature (i.e. yearbooks, and 
series from universities and learned societies covering various fields of 
research and scholarly activities). 

6. Scientific and scholarly papers according to their specialized character 
(i.e. learned series from specialized institutes of all sorts, fine arts, medicine, 
agriculture, etc.). 

The report goes on to describe the different means of providing exchange 

material. It sums up the present situation as regards cultural agreements exist- 

ing between countries in different parts of the world,’ showing where new 
agreements could profitably be concluded, and then turns to possible future 
developments.

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A GENERAL MULTILATERAL CONVENTION 


When in 1886, after several preparatory meetings, the Brussels Convention 
was concluded, the aim was to formalize existing exchange arrangements and 
to extend exchange to new countries. Schmidt-Phiseldeck’s report shows that 
a full international framework is lacking and that the need for it has been 
expressed on several sides. Adherence to the Brussels Convention cuts across 
or duplicates adherence to more recent agreements. The experts, when they 
meet in January 1956, will have to decide what form of multilateral agreement 
is necessary, and whether another system should now be substituted for that 
set up by the Brussels Convention of 1886. 

The report emphasizes that any new general multilateral convention should 
be flexible enough to enable bilateral agreements between States or between 
competent organizations (government or other) to be made. Taking each 
Article of the Brussels Convention separately, it makes specific suggestions for 
amendments. Briefly, a new convention should have the following main 
features: 

1. It should be short, consisting of not more than a dozen provisions. 

2. The general principle of reciprocity concerning exchange operations should 
be affirmed in the first article. This article would cover material for exchange 
without any reservation, i.e. such things as parliamentary acts or corres- 
ponding legislative papers and the central administrative papers, biblio- 
graphical material and governmental reports. 

3. A second article would provide for the types of publications which can be 
exchanged on an individual basis by category. Any two countries or their 
administrative institutions would be free to come to individual agreement 
concerning the categories of publications included in this article in which 
they were interested. 

4. The establishment of national exchange centres which in the Brussels 
Convention was put in the first article might preferably be dealt with in 
third place. 

5. Further articles should cover the preparation of necessary bibliographies, 
the transmission of documents and the advisory service of the national 
exchange centres. 


THE EXECUTIVE INTERNATIONAL ORGAN 


In consequence of the establishment of a general convention the question arises 
of an executive organ for this global organization, empowered not only to 
establish, regulate and develop the exchanges within the framework of the 
convention, but also to decide the granting of customs, postal, railway, etc., 
facilities, and many other international questions de droit, to take care of common 
business. 

The experts will have to consider whether a central executive organ for the 
international exchange should be created. If so, should it be Unesco? What 
should be its principal duties? 


NATIONAL EXCHANGE CENTRES, THEIR SCOPE AND ACTIVITIES 


The report goes on to explain the important part that national exchange 
centres could play in improving the international exchange of publications, 
describing some of the activities that they should undertake (informational 
duties, distribution of material, best way of making material useful, biblio- 
graphical activity, methods of exchange of duplicates, advisory services, etc.).

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CONCLUSION 


States may be organized in many different ways, but the State organization 
must always make use of printed matter, or material reproduced in some other 
way. To know this material is to know the function of the State. To have 
free and easy access to official, scientific and private literature of a foreign 
country means to have the possibility of being acquainted with its form of 
life, and to understand it. Without the goodwill of the State itself, and with- 
out a well-organized international exchange no real understanding can be 
achieved. 

The adoption of the convention and adherence to its principles will be proof 
of the goodwill of a State to follow, in practice, the work of Unesco ‘to promote 
the free flow of ideas’, and to support this effort inside its own area with all 
its authority.

Series secunda: Theses; Series tertia: Opera praeter theses separatim vel etiam 

coniunctim edita. Each series comprises several octavo volumes of a minimum 

of 448 pages each, and each volume contains an Index Auctorum and an Index 

Rerum. The complete author index wil] include about 5,000 titles classified by 

names of authors and arranged in chronological order of their publication. 

The subject index, in Latin, makes it possible for scholars to find easily the 

works mentioned in the author index. 

Six volumes have appeared so far: Ser. I, vol. 1 (1949, 448 p., 450 Belgian

It contains 
abstracts of articles on political, diplomatic, economic, social, cultural and 
intellectual history appearing in periodical publications (including yearbooks) 
all over the world. The first number comprises 989 abstracts from about 254 
periodicals; it is expected that some 600 periodicals in all languages will 
eventually be covered. There is also information on new and discontinued 
periodicals, notes and news of historical meetings of general interest, a cumula- 
tive world list of historical periodicals, a list of periodicals covered, and subject 
and author indexes.

Published for the American Council on Foreign Relations, this bibliography 
contains more than 9,000 works in 34 languages which appeared between 
1942 and 1952. Like the preceding volumes for the years 1919-32 and 
1932-42, it covers the field of international relations in the broadest sense, 
including recent history, economic, military, social and cultural affairs, and 
political developments in all countries. A critical appraisal accompanies 
every title. There are an analytical table of contents, index, extensive cross

within each period the works are classified by the traditional SSu-k’u system, 
of which the main divisions may be translated as classics, works on history, 
writings of the scholars, and general literature.

It includes dialects, 
ancient languages (pre-Roman, Iberian and vulgar Arabic vocabularies), 
and also shows Latin American influences.

The first section of each volume gives, in three parallel 
columns, the terms in romanized form, arranged alphabetically, their trans- 
cription in Japanese characters and their equivalents in English or some other 
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Western language, followed by the Japanese equivalents. Volumes covering 
terms for mathematics, physics, zoology, civil engineering, mining and metal- 
lurgy were published in 1954. Other volumes now in preparation will cover 
expressions used in chemistry, botany, geology, architecture, shipbuilding, 
agriculture, medicine, mechanical and electrical engineering and other tech- 
nological subjects.

tional Conference on Documentation, International Day of Medical Libra- 

rians and Documentalists, and Organizing Committee of the International 

Committee of Agricultural Librarians and Documentalists. The communi- 

cations are in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish, with English 

summaries for those in languages other than English or French. 

Volume IIA comprises papers presented to the General Congress by the 
Austrian, Belgian, Canadian, French, German and Italian Library Associa- 
tions, and the United States, British, Hungarian and Spanish delegations, on 
the general theme of the Congress, ‘The tasks and responsibilities of libraries 
and documentation centres in modern life’. They deal with the international 
and national aspects of the theme; official action by government authorities; 
principles of national and international co-operation; international, national 
and special bibliography; relations with the various categories of users; rela- 
tions of public libraries with other categories of libraries and documentation 
centres; organizing urban and rural public library services; training of libra- 
rians; documentary reproduction by photograph and microfilm; material 
preservation of documents; equipment and material resources of libraries 
and documentation centres; standardization of techniques in librarianship 
and documentation. 

The remainder of Volume IIA and the whole of Volume IIB contain the 
specialized communications presented to the other international meetings. 
Papers presented to the Third International Congress of Libraries concerned 
the exchange of official and administrative publications, specialized groups 
within IFLA, problems of large national and learned libraries, relations with 
publishers and booksellers, exchanges, vocational training, audio-visual 
materials, etc. ‘The Twenty-second International Conference on Documenta- 
tion dealt with the exchange of documentary information, vocational training, 
general and special classifications, role of documentation in the productivity 
drive, and special fields of documentation. Papers presented to the Fourth 
International Congress of Music Libraries related to vocational training, gene- 
ral and special catalogues in music libraries, public music libraries, etc. Finally, 
the International Day of Medical Librarians and Documentalists and the 
International Committee of Agricultural Librarians and Documentalists were 
concerned with problems of special interest in their respective fields.

(697) CENTRAL AMERICAN 
BIBLIOGRAPHY 


The Agrupacién Bibliografica Cubana 
José Toribio Medina, the Cuban National 
Bibliographical Group, with the co-ope- 
ration of the Unesco Regional Office in 
the Western Hemisphere, and financial 
assistance from Unesco and the Cuban 
National Commission for Unesco, held a 
pilot seminar on bibliography at Havana 
from 11 to 15 July 1955. The seminar, 
under the chairmanship of Mr. Fermin 
Peraza, President of the Cuban National 
Bibliographical Group, was attended by 
delegates from Brazil, Colombia, Costa 
Rica, Cuba, the Dominican Republic, 
Guatemala, Haiti, Mexico, Panama, 
Puerto Rico, and the United States of 
America. Unesco and the Organization 
of American States sent representatives. 

The main business of the seminar was 
to study the present position of biblio- 
graphical activities in Cuba and to draw 
up plans for their improvement. At the 
same time, it was to serve as a model for 
the promotion of similar activities in 
Central American countries and to study 
how closer co-operation in bibliographical 
matters could best be achieved between 
these countries. 

During the five days of the meeting,

It is to the newly-founded and very active 
Society for Theatre Research, in the Uni- 
ted Kingdom, that credit belongs for 
taking the initiative in organizing the 
first International Conference on _ the 
History of the Theatre, which was held 
in London from 17 to 23 July 1955, under 
the patronage of Professor E. J. Dent and 
Dame Edith Evans, among others, and 
with Mr. Ifan Kyrle Fletcher in the chair. 

The Conference, at which papers were 
read and views exchanged took place in

the delegates discussed nearly 20 working 
papers dealing with different aspects of 
bibliographical work in the countries 
represented. On the last day, a number 
of recommendations were made, among 
the most important being those for the 
organization of a Cuban national biblio- 
graphical centre on the same lines as 
those already established in Brazil, 
Mexico and Uruguay, and for the compi- 
lation of a joint annual bibliography to 
be called Bibliografia de Centro América y 
del Caribe, covering, to begin with, pubhi- 
cations issued in Panama, Costa Rica, 
Honduras, Nicaragua, El Salvador, Gua- 
temala, Dominican Republic, Haiti, 
Puerto Rico and Cuba. The seminar 
also recommended that local bibliogra- 
phical seminars should be held in other 
Central American and Caribbean coun- 
tries and, at the invitation of the National 
Biblidgraphical Group of Panama, that 
the next one should take place in Panama 
in July 1958.

The Delhi Public Library, a pilot project 
established by the Government of India 
and Unesco, has recently been accepted as 
a Unesco associated project. Mr. J. D. N. 
Versluys, Social Sciences Officer of the 
Unesco South Asia Field Science Co- 
operation Office in New Delhi, has been 
appointed to serve on the Board of the 
Library as a representative of Unesco. 
Opened in October 1951, the Delhi 
Public Library now serves 70,000 men, 
women and children each month. It 
consists of a central library in the popular 
section of old Delhi, ‘deposit stations’ in 
literacy centres, and a mobile unit which 
takes service to the suburbs of Delhi and 
to nearby villages.

The Libraries Division of Unesco is pro-

Research workers and students wishing 
to consult material in libraries in coun- 
tries other than their own are usually re- 
quired to go through many time-consum- 
ing formalities to get the necessary au- 
thorization. The proposed international 
library card would be designed to avoid 
as many of these formalities as possible 
and to allow the holder to consult without 
difficulty books and periodicals, special 
collections, microfilms, etc., in university 
and research libraries in participating 
countries.
